For some years after the Franco- 


Prussian war, the French foreign 
,legion—two deserters from which 
lately landed in England—declined 
}to admit Germans. 

When the restrictions were with- 
drawn, Prince Albert Frederick of 
Prussia enlisted under the name of 
Albrecht anc remained ai “legion- 
naire” until his death at Geryville 
in 1897. 


The legion has also had in its 
ranks a former colonel of engineers 
in the Austrian army. General Cas- 
tagnary relates in his Memoirs that 
during the Mexican war the services 
of a priest were urgently needed. 
None other being available, a private 
in the foreign legion volunteered to 
perform the priestly office, adding, in 
confidential tones, “You see, general, 
before enlisting I was a bishop.” 
There have been many  deser- 
tions from the foreign legion. A 
few years ago, two young Jerseymen 
Who had been refused for the British 
army, joined the foreign legicn and 
were sent to Algiers.

New Atlantic Liners 

This season will see the Atlantic 
service of the Canadian Pacific aug- 
| mented by the addition of two new 
steamers. These two vessels will be 
of the one class cabin type, which are 
becoming so popular. Barclay Curle 
& Company, of Glasgow, secured the 
contract for the building of the ships 
some months ago, and the construe- 
tion is well under way. They are be- 
ing specially constructed for the At- 
lantic service and will contain every 
pessible convenience for the comfort 
of passengers. They will be of the 
“one class" type, with passenger ac- 
commodation for 520 second, and 1,- 
200 third class. These new vessels 
have been named the “Missanbi” and 
the “Metagama.” Their length will be 
of 520 feet, greatest breadth 64 feet, 
while the breadth of the passenger 
deck will be 41 feet. Each vessel will 
have a dead weight capacity of 7,950 
tons, wich an approximate cargo cap- 
acity for 6,000 tons. The famous 
cruiser stern, which is the feature 
of the new Empress recently placed va 
the Pacific coast, is being introduced 
and the new ships will also have six 
complete steel decks. In order to en- 
sure safety the hulls are to be sub- 
divided by water-tight doors and bulk- 
heads, so as to be capabdte of floating 
when three compartments are open. 
These water-tight bulkheads and 
doors will be automaticaily controlled 
from the biidge. The speed of each 
vessel will be 15 knots, with a 
draught of 27.5. As for the interior 
of the vessels, each second-class state 
room will be fitted with a wardrobe 
and chest of drawers, folding lavatory 
with mirror, :nd other conveniences, 
The public rooms will be dining sa- 
loon, smoking rcem, lounge and draw- 
ing room. The refrigerating plant 
Will be capable of making 800 pounds 
of ice per eight hours. The vessels 
will be heated and ventilated on the 
thermometer sysiem, changing the air 
eight times each hour. Taere will also 
be a printing plant on board each ves- 
sel. 


The Stone of infamy 

In many Italian cities there former- 
ly existed what was called “pietra 
d'infamia,” or a stone of infamy for! 
the punishment of bankrupts. In 
Venice one stands near the church of 
St. Mark, and in Vienna and Florence 
they are near the old markets. In a

At the end of a certain 
time each bankrupt was partly un- 
dressed, and three officers took hold 
of his shoulders and three others of 
his knees and, raising him as hign 
as they could, bumped him on the 
stone deliberately twelve times “in 
honor of the twelve apostles,” the 
creditors crowing like cocks while 
the bumping proceeded.

English Educational System Strongly 
Criticized by Criminologist 

Dr. Albert Wilson. the eminent 
criminologist, lectured at the Inter- 
national Club for Psychical Research 
recently, and there was, some curios- 
ity ag to two exhibits on the table 
until the lecturer explained that one

Dr. Wilson's rea was “The 
Physical Basis of Psychic Manifesta- 
tions.” He apologized for the length 
of the title. 

| He referred to forcible feeding, 
and sald that, by the simple plan of 
{introducing food into the hollow of 
the cheek, the “greatest refinement 
of torture” could be avoided. Some 
applause greeted this announcement. 

In introducing a series of micro- 
photographs of brain sections, 
shown to the audience by limelight, 
Dr. Wilson remarked that unfortun- 
ately we had in this country been in 
/such a state of barbarism for the last 
iene, years that instead of turning 
{out useful people from our schools 
|/we produced people with starved 
brains or brains crammed with use- 
less information and fit only for 
blind-alley employment. 

“The way We have educated child- 
ren,” he said, “is so grossly stupid 
that there are no words in the Eng- 
lish language bad enough to de- 
scribe it. Young children with 
bright, cheerful faces, can be seen in 
London alleys who later grow tired- 
looking, and then quite exhausted. 
They have no thinking brains; but 
they might have been useful citizens. 
Starvation or education by the school 
board brought about this state of 
‘ things. 

“Lovely cells!” “nice,” or “good- 


looking brains!" were some of the 
expressions used by the lecturer to 


describe his illustrations of the 
brain of a child of five years. 
The audience laughed; but were 


thoroughly appreciative when the 
significance of the photographs was 
explained by comparison with’ others 
of healthy and unhealthy adult 
brains, 

“It is no wonder we want to hang 
this sort of man,” remarked Dr. Wil- 
son, as & murderer’s brain section 
Was exposed to view, “but it is ob- 
vious that he should be treated as 
an undeveloped child and kept in a 
lunatic asylum.” 


Value of Military Training 


Sir Thomas Oliver, professor in the 
Durham College of Medicine, comes 
out strongly in favor of compulsory 
training for all young men. The 
value of athleticism, he believes, is 
over-rated in a large number of in- 
stances. It may render the frame 
more resistant to disease, and train- 
ing keeps the young out of dissipation 
until character has solidified. But 
physicial development carries with it 
no immunity from disease. 

The over-development of the heart 
resulting from rowing, running, or 
football, while good enough for a lad 
of 22 taking lots of exercise, is not 
best for a sedentary business man of 
30. He has more heart than he re- 
quires and his circulation is rather 
embarrassed than lightened. 

Compulsory military training, how- 
ever, has advantages for the nation 
as a Whole and for the young men 
who undergo it. In it there is co- 
ordinate physical and mental train- 
ing. The habits of discipline, sense 
of duty, devotion to the idea of coun- 
try which it inoculates, do far more 
for young manhood than giving away 
to the unbridled spirit of sport with 
its excesses of one sided develop- 
ment.

A  well-wisher introduced 
her to Sir John Fox Burgoyne, whose 
yacht, the Gazelle, was waiting in port 
to convey his wife to England on her 
return from Switzerland. 

Sir John, whose statue now stands 
in a corner of Carlton house terrace, 
bravely arranged to take her majesty 
across the channel to a place of safety. 
This, however, was sooner promised 
than it could be performed. A fearful 
storm raged, end in the early morning 
of September 7th the vessel capsized 
in the Bay of Biscay, and with the ship 
sank Sir John Burgoyne’s only son, 
V.C., the commander. 

Ignorant of the sad news, the own- 
er of the Gazelle set sail as soon as

Farming on Vancouver Island 

It has been said that agriculture is 
declining in British Columbia, the 
statement being based on limited ob- 
servation. Live statistics for the 
past year show a slight decrease ‘n 
dairying This is largely owing to 
the fact of the acquisition of farming 
lands contiguous to cities for sub- 
division and residential purposes thus 
putting out of business many farms 
| that used to supply the cities of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, with dairy and| 
other farm products. There has, 
however, been a considerable increase | 
in dairying in the outlying districts 
and it will only be a very short time 
before this hiss is made up by dis- 
tricts further away from our contres 
of population 

Mr. W. T. Scott, deputy commis- 
sioner of agriculture for the province 
has forwarded a report on the agricul-| 
tural progress of Vancouver Island to} 
the Victoria board of trade. In it he| 
states that poultry raising is increas-| 
ing by leaps and bounds. There are 
many people engaged in this profi*- 
able phase of farming, and making} 
very good returns. The southern part 
of Vancouver Island undoubtedly is 
destined to become the Petaluma of 
British Columbia. There are very 
few countries in the world, and cer- 
tainly none in our Dominion of Can- 
ada, which offer such good prospects 
tfor successful poultry raising us Van- 
couver Island. 

Many farmers on Vancouver Island 
keep a small flock of sheep on their 
places, but there is room for a large | 
development. The profits to be real-| 
ized from sheep are probably greater 
in proportion to the amount of capi- 
tal invested than any other line of the 
live stotk jndustry.

Frenchman Proposes 20 Hours and 
1,000 Chrones for Day 
A suggestion is made in the current

spectively, of the kilogram and kilo- 
meter.

Air Ports in Britain 

The Aerial League of the British 
Empire, in conjunction with the war 
office, and the admiralty, is making 
an effcrt to arouse the British pub 
lic from the apathy in regard to avia- 
tion. . 

Plans are being made for the pro- 
vision of aerial landing places 
throughout Great Britain. At first 
these ‘air’ ports will be situated at 
places where they are most needed 
by the services, but in course of time 
it is hoped to have forty or fifty dot 
ted about the country. 

At least twenty-five acres will be 
required for each landing place, and 
they will be equipped with two han- 
gars, fuel, spare parts, telephone. 
and, where possible, a wireless in- 
stallation. 

It is hoped that the financial re- 
sources will t considerably  aug- 


mepted by letting out the landing 
places as football and _ recreation 
grounds, but a considerable sum of 


money will be necessary for the in- 
itial expense. 


A’ nresent, cross-country flying is 
considerably handicapped by the ab- 
sence ul suitable landing places, and 
it is hoped that a scheme which 


arouses local interest as well as pat- 
riotism will receive the fullest sup- 
port in the old country, and later 
in the dominions.
